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Terrible Punishment of a Negro 
Murderer in Texas. 


Tylbr, Tcx., Oct. 30,—At a point afxiut 
four uiiloa from Tyler a Mrs. Boll, who 
had l>eon visitin/? bor mother a short dis- 
tance from home, waa on her return mot 
by a negro named Jim Hilliard. What oc- 
curred could only bo told by the neirro 
himst^lf, and the ovidenco given by tho 
dead body of tho lady. The ground shows 
that sho had struprgled for her honor, and 
tho condition of the body told of a cruelty 
that has only been equalled by "Jaek the 
Ripper.'* After outraging the body th© 
negro deliberately cut hor throat and, 
then taking his knife, ripped up her body. 


A po8S0 waa quickly ox'ganlzod, led by 
Deputy Smith, of Tyler, who, with lant- 
erns in baud, and aided by a hound, 
tracked tho negro to within four miles of 
Kilgore, whore they found him fast asleep 
in a cotton pen. 
The negro was covered 
with blood, which he had attempted to 
wash oflf. 
The posse started back to 
Tyler with the negro, who offered no 
resistance. 
. Soon after the oflicors had him hand- 
cuffed a mob of some SOU men, heavily 
armed, arrived on tho scone and demanded 
tlie immediate surrender of the prisoner, 
which was readily given. 
The mob then 
left for tho scene of tlie murder, where 
they arrived in the afternoon at 8 o'elock. 
The crowd continued to gather at tho 
ficene of the horrible crime until nearly 
3,000 citizens of Tyler and vicinity were 
there. A few moments before tho fiend 
•was brought to the place a meeting was 
held and a committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate his identity. 
Witnesses were 
summoned and closely interrogated. 
Tho 
result was a thorough identification. When 
HiUiard arrived ho was also brought be- 
fore the committee. Ho made a full con- 
fession, in substance as follows: 


"I wjis coming down th© road and saw 
Mrs. Boll in tho road. She was scared of 
me, and I knew that If I passed her sho 
would say I tried to rape her, and I con- 
cluded that I would rape her and then kill 
her. 
I cut hor throat and cut her in an- 
other 
i>nd left." 


AitoV his confession and thorough iden- 
tity a vote was taken as to the mode of 
punishment. 
It was unanimously agreed 
to burn him, and it was agreed that he 
should suiter tho penalty on the public 
square. The line of march was taken up 
toward Tyler, and at 4 o'clock the head of 
tho lino enter(»d tho main plaza, whoro no 
less than 7,OoO people were assembled. 
Large crowds of ladies and children were 
congregated on the awnings surrounding 
the public plaza. Wagons, carriages, trees 
and buildings were converted into grand 
stands, and were thronged. 


A scaffold was erected in the center of 
the square. Wagons laden with kindling 
wood, coal oil and straw were driven to the 
gcene and placed in position. The negro 
was then given an opportunity to speak, 
but his words were inaudible, but when he 
offered up his last prayer his words could 
bo heard for several blucks. He was then 
lashed to the Iron rail that extended 
through the platform. 


Mr. Boll, the husband of the murdered 
lady, applied the match, and the flames 
shot upward, enveloping 
Hilliard 
in 
Bheets of fire, while he frantically begged 
fur mercy. It was decided to burn him at 
once, and as fast as tho wood was thrown 
around him was consumed It was quickly 
replenished. 
From tho time the match 
was applied until ho was incinerated was 
•xaetly fifty minutes. 


The I, and G. N. south bound train waa 
crowded with people from tho towns 
north. 
Hundreds of negroes witnessed 
the execution, and representative negroes 
expreased tlieir indorsement of the pun- 
ishment. 
The oilicers were powerless, and 
the Bherlff wired the governor, but his 
miissago Wiis too late. All business houses 
and factories closed, and the big cotton 
belt shops were desuJ'ted.

H. Holmes, tho notorious insurance swin- 
dler and alleged murderer of a number of 
persons in vitrious parts of tho country, 
who was Indicted bore for tho murder of 
Benjamin F. Pltozel in this city lu tho 
Bummor of 1894, began boforo Judge Ar- 
nold in the court of oyer and terminer. 
The prosecution is conducted by District 
Attorney (^orire S. Graham, ivsslsted by 
Thomas W. Barlow as special counsel, 
William A. Shoemaker and Samuel P. 
Rotan were counsel for the defonso. 


Messrs. Rotan and Shoemaker urged a 
continuance of the case for sixty days to 
give them an opportunity to gather wit- 
nesses, but this was opposed by District 
Attorney Graham and denied by Judge 
Arnold. 
The prisoner's lawyers then an- 
nounced that tluiy would retire from the 
case if tho judge's decision was irrovoc- 
able, and Judge Arnold throatenod them 
with disbarment If they did so. Then 
Holmes created a sensation by announc- 
ing that he discharged tho lawyers. 
Soon 
after tho lawyers left the room and Holmes 
acted as his own counsel, examining the 
talesmen who had been called for jury 
duty, aud showing remarkable skill in his 
questioning. 
Incidentally he refused the 
Bervicea of Everett J. Schoflcld and J. M. 
Fahy, young members of the bar, and 
strongly urged a day's 
postpoaomont, 
which was again denied. 
Finally, shortly 
before noon, a jury was selected. 


After a two hours* reoess District Attor- 
ney Graham bogan his opening address to 
tho jxiry. Ho declared that ho had con- 
vincing proof that Holmes had murdered 
Benjamin P. Pltezol. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Graham's ad- 
dress Holmes addressed tho court, asking 
that ho be allowed to have a lighted cell 
diu-ing the evening and night; that he be 
provided with writing materials, and that 
ho be allowed to seo his wife—the one 
known in this case as Miss Yohe. The dis- 
trict attorney declared that tho woman do- 
clined to see him, and it was finally ar- 
ranged that ho should write to her. Judge 
Arnold promised tho prisoner ail tho op- 
portunities ho required in preparing his 
defense. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , Oct, 80.—At the 
o p e n - ^ 
ing of the Holmes trial yesterday District 
Attorney Graham announced that •*tho 
woman known as Miss Yohe and Mrs. 
HowiU'd was sent for, saw tho prisoner, 
and had ample opportunity for an Inter- 
view with him." This Is the woman who 
Holmes declared on Monday was his wife, 
charging that Mr. Graham had done ail 
in his power to separate them. 
Holmes 
said that he had had only a throe minute 
intprview with tho woman, and asked that 
it be renewed during the reccss. His re- 
quest was granted. 


The sensation of tha evening session was 
caused by Holmes immediately after court 
recoiivenod. 
He arose and in a wavering 
tone said: 


"If your honor ploaso, I have a request 
to make. 
In consequence of tho sovero 
physical strain to -vvhich I have been sub- 
jected, and also because of the criticism 
leveled against my former counsel, Messrs. 
Shoemaker and Rotan, I have within the 
past half hour sent for them aud asked 
them to again assume charge of my de- 
fense. I sliould like tho court to permit 
this." 


Tho two lawyers were then requested to 
step into tho court room. Holmes was 
moved back to his former position, aud 
his counsel took seats. 


Tho testimony at the evening session was 
to prove Holmes' temporary residence at 
Uio Ktu'th Kluventh street house, under 
tho name of Howell, where he had brought 
Alice Pitezel and been visiU^d by Pltezel. 
Witnesses also testlllod to Pitezel, under
